Monday marked the completion of | 


the improvement started some three 
months ago by the Citizens Land & 
Water company, and which combin- 
ed with the building of the reservoir 
two years ago gives to Upland not 
only excellent water and high grade 
service, but guarantees to every res- 
ident a protection from fire, as in 
combination with Upland’s fire de- 
partment Upland can now boast of 
an equipment second to none. 

During the past three months W. 
B. Estes, superintendent of the serv- 
ice department for the Citizens 
Land & Water company, and a gang 
of men have been laying the new 
mains necessary in order to give the 
desired pressure. Several years ago 
when Upland was in its infancy, a 
subscription paper was_ circulated 
and a fire line run down Second ave- 
nue and to the packing houses, but 
as the years rolled on the line fail- 
ed to make good, as the pipe was too 
light and, according to many, was 
‘put in wrong end to. After the 
building of the Second avenue pave- 
ment numerous leaks developed un- 
‘til the cost of repairing the leaks 
ran into a large sum of money, and 
the city council determined that 
something should be done. 

Cc. P. Fuller, secretary-manager of 
the Citizens Land & Water company, 
Was called upon and finally a con- 
tract was entered into by which the 
city of Upland agreed to pay Mr. 
Fuller’s company $1.00 per . month, 
per hydrant, for 75 or more fire hy- 
drants placed on the lines of the 
company. / 

A main line was first laid down 
Third avenue, then lines were run 
from the Third avenue line to Sec- 
ond avenue and hydrants placed on 
each corner. Along with this im- 
provement numerous lines were plac- 
ed that the entire system might 
stand up under the pressure plan- 
ned for the system when the new 
reservoir was placed at Fourteenth 
street. ‘ 

In talking with C. P. Fuller the 
other night, he said: “It is certainly 
a decided satisfaction to me to find 
that our plans have worked out as 
planned, as it is one thing to plan 
and another to make them work out. 
The Citizens Land & Water com- 
pany will now be able to give better 
service than ever before, and the 
pressure combined with our excel- 
lent fire fighting equipment is going 
to give to the people the best pro- 
tection pogsible from fire.” 

Fire Chief Manker and members 
of the volunteer company tested out 
the new lines last Friday night and 
found that the pressure throughout 
the city is from 120 pounds in the 
downtown district to 55 pounds in 
the northerly residence section. 
With three connections on the hy- 
drant at Second avenue and Ninth 
street, the pressure was excellent 
for fire fighting purposes on all 
three lines. 

“I am certainly more than pleas- 
ed with conditions as to water serv- 
ice as they are now,” said Chief 
Manker to a News _ representative 
Monday, “and I am sure we never 
enjoyed better protection than we 
do at this time, both because of the 
change in mains of the Citizens 
Land & Water company and because 
the volunteer fire company has 
reached a greater degree of effici- 
ency than ever before in its his- 
tory.”

Noisy Neighbors 

Messrs. Dinger, Rosenberger and 
Nicholson of the East Ninth street 
residence section appeared before the 
council with Mr. Dinger as_ spokes- 
man for the delegation and for num- 
erous other neighbors. 

It seems that owners of small cot- 
tages in their neighborhood — have 
been renting them to Mexican fam- 
ilies with the result that numerous 
families occupied one house and nu- 
merous and several nights have 
been made hideous.

Ordinance Abandoned 


Manager D. A. Field of the O. K. 
Exchange appeared before the coun- 
cil and requested the city council 
to abandon the idea of passing the 
8-to-1 test ordinance on citrus fruits 
as fruit men had been unable to get 
the proper action in all cities and 
unless it was made universal all 
over the county, the ordinance would 
not be effective. 

The council received the following 
lettér from D. A. Field, manager of 
the O. K. Exchange:

Gentlemen:—Two weeks ago a

nearest office and we can supply 
the help at no expense to the em- 
ployer or employee.” 

According §o .Mr. Hancock there 
are many men employed in the Up- 
land district that have been’ sent 
from the Los Angeles bureau and 
these employees are giving satisfac- 
tion to the employer. The new state 
department is able to furnish help 
of all kinds, male or female, skilled 
or unskilled, professional or commer- 
cial. From here Mr. Hancock went 
to Rialto.

The county supervisors had passed | 
a similar ordinance, and it was the | 
expectation of this delegation that | 
similar action would be taken by all | 
of the municipalities within  the| 
county limits, so that a uniform | 
standard would be operative 
throughout the entire county. 

Since appearing here, we have | 
learned that the city of Redlands | 
has refused to adopt an ordinance | 
similar to the one presented to this | 
council, which makes it possible for} 
all of the growers in and around | 
Redlands to ship without restric- | 
tion, and defeats the purpose of the | 
ordinance in so far as the section | 





around Redlands is concerned. | 
The purpose of this ordinance is | 
to protect rather than restrict the 


citrus industry of this district, but 
the effect has been lost by the fail- 
ure of he largest shipping center in 
the county to enforce it within their 
city limits. 

The desire of the great majority 
of the growers in this district is to 
ship fruit that will build up, rather 
than break down, the consumer de- 
mand, and the ordinance as_present- 
ed to you was endorsed by them 
because they realize that their busi- 
ness would be better and their re- 
ceipts greater if all of the fruit | 
shipped from the county was ma- 
ture before shipment. It acts as a 
restriction only upon a few ship- 
bers who, by their opposition to the 
ordinance, have indicated to the 
srowers of the county and to the in- 
dustry at large, that they have no 
desire to build up the eastern mar- 
kets for the California producers, 
but prefer rather to take what profit 
they can get from a few cars ship- 
Ped at a time when the ignorant 
consumer is buying hig holiday fruit 
and thus put into the homes of the 
consuming public fruit which neces- 
sarily creates an unfavorable tm- 
Pression for California and particu- 
larly for this district, and as a re- 
sult retards the buying demand af. 
ter the holidays when California is 
most urgently in need of increased | 
consumption. | 

An action such as we proposed de- 
pends entirely for its strength upon 
the united support of all sections | 
interested, and the failure to secure. 
this support in the city of Redlands 
causes us to request that the ordi- 
nance which we presented to you

OBODY will wish to think that William J. Bryan is insin- 

cere in his advocacy of ational prohibition, observes the 

San Diego Union. He has long been on record as opposed 

to the liquor traffic. But now that he has announced his 

purpose to induce the Democratic party to join hands with the 

cold-water people, one cannot help suspecting that his weather eye 

is‘ keenly scanning the political horizon of 1920 and that he sees 

himself leading a nation-wide prohibition movement with the 
White House as his goal. 

For one cannot forget that for twenty years Mr. Bryan has 
been an aspirant for the presidency and that his hopes of attaining 
his ambition have been based on his leadership of the popular side 
of some great issue. In 1896 it was free silver. He saw the trend 
toward it and was shrewd enough to become its champion. And 
for a time the prospect of his landing the prize appeared very 
bright. 

Four years later he tried again on the same issue, supplement- 
ing it with that of ‘<imperialism.’’ In 1904 each of these issues 
was virtually dead, and people did not generally warm up to his 
proposal to make government ownership of railways a campaign 
issue. 

~~ So Mr. Bryan made his third trial. He sought to make the 
country believe that the issue before it was, ‘‘Shall the People 
Rule??”’ But the attempt proved a failrue. Mr. Bryan ’s country- 
men knew that they had been ruling ever since, the foundation of 
the republic, and that when they had not done so they had only 
themselves to blame. Four years ago Mr. Bryan was again with-| 
out an issue. There was the tariff, of course, but it never appear- 
ed to appeal much to the Nebraska statesman. He did not desire 
an issue that would be discussed academically in the light of dry 
facts and figures.

PROHIBITION IN. 1920 

In Denver, three days after the 
national election in the United 
States, William Jennings Bryan 
made this statement: ‘Prohibition 
is sweeping the country. It will be 
a presidential campaign issue in 
1920 if a constitutional amendment 
is not submitted by congress to the 
states by that time. The political 
supremacy of the _ east, especially 
New York, is broken. 
elect a president; it has done so.” 
If this means anything, it means 
that, in the event of the failure of 
congress to submit an amendment to 
the federal constitution prohibiting 
the liquor traffic in all the states, 
or in the event of the submitted 
amendment being defeated or held 
up by a bare third of the states, the 
western and southern Democracy, in 
control of the national convention of 
that party, will probably make pro- 
hibition its paramount issue, and that 
Mr. Bryan may be willing to lead a 
campaign having the extermination 
of the liquor traffic as its slogan. 

What support is there for Mr. 
Bryan’s position? The south and 
west are almost solid prohibition 
sections today. With the five states 
added last Tuesday to the seventeen 
in the list when Virginia became 
“dry,” on November 1, the total num- 
ber of prohibition states at pres- 
ent is 22, as follows: 

Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, Colo- 
rado, Georgia, Idaho, Iowa, Kansas, 
Maine, Michigan, Mississippi, Mon- 
tana, Nebraska, North Carolina, N. 
Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, South 
Dakota, Virginia, Washington, West 
Virginia. 

‘The territory of Alaska also is un- 
der the prohibition law. Utah and 
Florida, in addition to extending 
widely their prohibition territory, on 
Tuesday, elected “dry” governors. 
In at least a dozen other states, 
“local option” and “high license” 
operate to exclude the liquor traf- 
fic over wide areas. Restrictions 
difficult for dealers in intoxicants to 
meet are in force in the District of 
Columbia, Illinois, Kentucky, Massa- 
chusetts, New Hampshire, New 
Mexico, Tennessee, Texas and Wy- 
oming. One of the most hotly-on- 
tested prohibition campaigns that

As the situation stands at present, 
|nearly half the states of the Ameri- 
can union are in the prohibition col- 
‘umn, and, at the present ratio of in- 
‘erease, the time when two-thirds of 
the states, or the number necessary 
‘to ratification of a prohibition 
amendment to the federal constitu- 
‘tion through their respective legis- 
latures, will be reached. The pres- 
‘ent congress is in harmony with the 
administrattoh. and the administra- 
tion owes its success in the recent 
election very largely to the prohibi- 
tion states. Policy would seem to 
dictate recognition of this fact by 
the president and his party support- 
,ers, even if no higher motive should 
impel them to take sides with the 
‘prohibitionists. The administration, 
;as a matter of fact, may not, dur- 
ing the term of its new lease, have 
an opportunity of getting through a 
measure submitting an amendment 
‘if it neglect sto do so in the congress 
‘that expires on March 5, 1917. It 
‘cannot now be definitely stated that 
' the next house will be Democratic; 
even if so it may not have a free 
working majority, and, if the rule 
that applies to the second congress 





in nearly all administrations holds 
good in President Wilson’s second 
term, it is not all likely that the 


sixty-sixth congress will do for pro- 
hibition what its predecessors failed 
to do. 

Numerous contingencies are possi- 
, ble which might prevent the submis- 
‘sion of a prohibition amendment be- 
fore the next presidential election. 
| Mr. Bryan has a long-range political 
‘vision, He is often credited, even by 
his enemies, with being ahead of his 
times.
